had accompanied Col. Kraschel and Earl Ryan to Page had slipped 
into Secretary Tomhave’s bunk to help keep us warm on that damp, 
dismal night. The “old gentleman” was pretty well whipped next 
morning, not being used to such a fast and furious clip as we kids. 
For that reason things were moving slowly. Breakfast was about 
at an end when in came Farm Manager Walter Kreiselmaier, of the 
National Stock Farms, who has offices and headquarters at Fargo. 
He was the lad we had been discussing. Earl was wondering how 
the heifers were coming along and what kind of a place they would 
be obliged to endure in that North Dakota country the coming win- 
ter. Although it was most impossible 
to get anywhere off the gravel Mana- 
ger Kreiselmaier insisted that his new 
Ford would not mind a trip out to the 
farm which was some four or five 
miles off the hard road. Earl Ryan 
and myself were the only two of the 
crowd who dared tackle the job, and 
now we are glad for our courage be- 
cause we found out there a great sur- 
prise and a most promising layout. 

The National Stock Farm is one of 
a group of more than 400 farms of var- 
ious sizes located in the Eastern part 
of North Dakota and the western part 
of Minnesota, paralleling the Red Riv- 
er on either side, that is owned by the 
National Life Insurance Company of 
Montpelier, Vermont. This farm known 
as the National Stock Farm and com- 
prising 1600 acres of the most fertile 
Red River valley soil, equipped with a 
small town of buildings in its center 
was operated the past few years at an 
actual loss to owner and tenant; the 
type of farming was straight grain 
raising, mostly wheat and the yields 
per acre decreased to an average of ten 
bushels of small grains which docked 
as high as 40 per cent. 

A thorough examination of the en- 
tire proposition revealed that either 
the farming system had to be revolu- 
tionized and the entire cropping plans 
had to be reorganized or the owner 
would have been confronted with the 
fact that he better quit farming the 
land. The final decision was in favor 
of the first plan—a revolution of proceedings. Manager Kreisel- 
maier and his co-workers decided to work out a system of crop ro- 
tation that should be planned to include pasturage and forage for 
live stock. Consequently, the west section and one-half was cut in 
six fields of approximately 150 acres each. The east section was 
divided into seven fields of approximately 75 acres each. Syste- 
matically and scientifically an eight year crop rotation was worked 
out for each tract. For instance, field Number 1, 145 acres, was 
devoted in 1929 to pasture and flax; next year this field will be 
planted to corn. In 1931 it will carry another cash crop; 1932 it 
will be carrying a crop of sweet clover which will be followed in 
1933 with another cash crop. In 1934 it [Continued on page 4

is planned to have this tract bring forth a 
feed crop which will again be followed with 
sweet clover and 1935 will see it covered 
with rich yellow corn. 

Other fields are similarly planned except 
that one starts with pasture, another with 
corn, a third with a feed crop and still an- 
other with a cash crop and alfalfa, etc. Un- 
der such a carefully planned and worked 
out scheme there will always be some crop 
available for the proper handling of the live 
stock. Alfalfa will be freely used as a cash 
crop and soil builder. 

Through the center of the farm passing 
the buildings North and South is a public 
highway which is graded and most the year 
furnishes easy access to the gravel highway 
a short distance to the north. This farm is 
located just a short distance south of Ma- 
pleton and the main highway passing 
through that town east and west across the 
state from Fargo to the west will be paved 
within the next year or so. 


and his fine family reside. This is an ideal 
place to grow a fine family of boys and 
girls. The Simpsons believe in education. 
The smaller children go regularly to the 
town school and those who have graduated 
from the town schools are either in college 
now or have already studied their way 
through college. Mr. Simpson is a splendid 
dad, he greets one with a hand clasp and a 
twinkle in his eye that denotes sterling 
worth and character; he is a thinker, eager 
and keen to better his own position in life 
and ever ready. to take hold of the load and 
help make the wheels turn. 

We met several of the boys. Each has 
his job or position in this big organization.

Now that you have a fairly good descrip- 
tion of the farm and the general lay of the 
land which is about as level as most any- 
one’s kitchen floor, the reader will appre- 
ciate the work that is being undertaken. 
The village of buildings located in the 
northwest corner of section 26 are located 
about as near the center of the tract as they 
well could be. From them south along the 
highway is being built at the present time 
a lane, one mile long, which will supply a 
passage to each of the large fields, permit- 
ting stock to be turned into any one of them 
at will and yet allowing the stock to come 
to the buildings for water when it is not 
available in the water holes and the little 
creeks. A carload of hog and cattle tight 
fence has been used in these cross fences 
this year and this part of the work will go 
on until every field has been fenced hog 
tight and cattle and horse high. 


At the headquarters we found a very 
roomy dwelling in which Farmer Simpson 


boy was busily engaged caring for a fine 
group of Duroc Jersey hogs. Another one 
had been given charge of a band of sheep 
and still another lad was introduced as the 
beef cattle boss. “He’s the Aberdeen-Angus 
man around here” said the proud father as 
he clambored into the car to take a drive 
down to the lower pasture where we were 
to get our first glimpse of the Doddies. 
Before going to the pasture Manager 
Kreiselmaier took us through the big barn, 
which is being cleaned up and rearranged 
within to care for cattle and horses both. 
This barn must be at least 80x120 feet, per- 
haps more. Stalls for the work horses will 
be arranged along one whole side. Boxes 
for cows at calving time, for the calves 
themselves, and for the herd bulls will be 
arranged in the center of the barn and to 
the north about one-third of the place will 
be left in one big room to accommodate the 
cattle that will be running loose. Large 
doors will enable the feed and litter wagons 
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to pass right through from 
big feedlot has been eudiaaat a Foye 
end of the barn.

P 
own at the lower pasture was 
of splendidly bred young heifers, jan te 
ginning to bring their first calves. These 
are the heifers that Manager Kreiselmaier 
and Mr. Lofgren of Ada, Minnesota came 
down into Iowa and selected from the Har- 
rison & Ryan herd last spring to serve as 
the foundation for a great herd of beef cat- 
tle. The accompanying snap shots show 
these heifers at pasture; the calves were 
neatly hidden away in the tall grass and 
quite hard to find. 

Among these heifers are Queen Mothers 
Prides, Blackbirds, Blackcaps, Ericas of the 
various branches—Hisas, Evergreens, and 
Elbas. Nearly every one of them carrying 
a cross to the sire of all sires—Earl Mar- 
shall. Many of them by sons and grand- 
sons of the old bull. Several are sired by 
the International grand champion Black 
Marshall 11th, and a pair by the Interna- 
tional grand champion Revolution 7th; one 
by old Earl Marshall himself. Several are 
sired by Revolution 3d, one of the very best 
breeding sons of Earl Marshall. There was 
a fine Edella heifer by Blackcap Glenn 2d 
—a great lot of very promising young cat- 
tle. The calves coming are sired by Revolu- 
tion 3d and Revolution 31st, both by the In- 
ternational grand champion Blackcap Revo- 
lution. 

While at the Hartley Stock Farm picnic 
last June Manager Kreiselmaier purchased 
the good straight lined young Enchantress 
Erica bull Enchanter of Page 6th 421230, 
calved June 16th, 1928, and sired by Revolu- 
tion 16th 398669, he by Blackcap Revolution 
and he by Earl Marshall. The dam of this 
youngster is Elmont Enchantress of Page 
289912 by Elmont E. 235364 and out of En- 
chantress E. 180064. This bull will be mat- 
ed with these heifers for their next crop of 
calves. Thus the new firm will begin oper- 
ations with a system of line breeding that

The band of sheep is composed of 125 
head of Hampshires; six Duroc Jersey sows 
served as the beginning for the hog busi- 
ness and there are thirty-five head of Hol- 
steins in the dairy division. 

The Aberdeen-Angus cattle will be han- 
dled as a commercial proposition. The best 
heifers each season will be retained and 
added to the breeding herd. A few of the 
very best bulls will be saved and passed 
out to others for breeding purposes. The 
remainder of the calves will be fed and fin- 
ished for the market—a packing plant lo- 
cated at Fargo, half an hour or so from the 
farm, makes this feature of the business 
not only feasible but practical. f

GERMAN PEOPLE EXPERIMENTING WITH 
ABERDEEN-ANGUS FOR CROSSING PURPOSES. 

It may be recalled that three years ago a well-known estate 
owner in West Prussia acquired in Scotland some Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls. Since then he has carried out extensive experiments in 
cross-breeding with the view of improving the quality of the beef 
cattle on his estate, and more particularly of securing beef cattle 
of an early-maturing type. Notices of these experiments which 
have been appearing in the German Press indicate that there is a 
great necessity for a complete change in the German methods of 
handling cattle intended for beef purposes, and writers on the sub- 
ject have expressed the view that before very long German feeders 
will be able to sell only early-maturity animals for the German 
meat trade. It will therefore be necessary for them, “however in- 
convenient and disquieting the idea may be,” to completely alter 
their methods. Every effort, it is urged, should therefore be made 
to endeavor to make converts among the German farmers to the 
early-maturity system. 

It was with this object in view that the experiments were car- 
ried out by the West Prussian landowner referred to, who, by the 
way, was a close observer of the proceedings at the Smithfield 
Show last December. To the recent Frankfort Show he sent eight 
young fat crossbred animals, and these made practically a clean 
sweep in the carcass competition classes. One Aberdeen-Angus 
crossbred heifer fifteen months old was included in the entries for 
the carcase competition, though there was no class for it on ac- 
count of its youth. Two of the leading butchers elected by the 
Frankfort Butchers’ Association acted as judges, and in the report 
which they supplied special reference was made to this entry. “This 
young Aberdeen-Angus heifer,” they noted, “is quite ready for 
slaughter, and completely fulfils the requirements in shop sale, and 
certainly also the highest demands. The animal is well fattened, 
the fat distribution is superb, there being no superfluous fat, and 
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altogether the meat value could not be higher.” I¢ ;

Of all of the 
years during the past ten that I have at- 
tended Virginia State Fair, there has never 
been more than two herds of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle on exhibition. This year there 
were five full herds, and small groups of 
cattle from three or four other herds.

4-H Club boys with their Aberdeen-Angus 
Baby beef made a real record, and an Aber- 
deen-Angus from the 4-H Club was made 
Grand Champion and another Reserve 
Champion in both the open class and the 4- 
H Club classes. These two Baby Beef steers 
were very high class representatives of the 
breed. This, together with the splendid 
show made by Aberdeen-Angus in the 
breeding classes, gave the folks down in 
Virginia a real opportunity to see Aber- 
deen-Angus in the breeding classes and in 
the Baby Beef show. 

“It is of a great deal of importance in the 
advancement of the breed to note the inter- 
est that is taken in Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
throughout the entire southern section. Our 
show circuits have been highly gratifying, 
not only because of the exceptional win- 
nings of our cattle, but because of the fact 
that the interest at each and every show

has been beyond expectations. I truly be- 
lieve that there is a real field for Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle in the Southland. I had 
very great pleasure in visiting several 
farms upon which Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
are bred, some have pure breds and some 
are for the block. One farm, owned and 
operated by Mr. H. W. Greenough of Prof- 
fit, Albermarle County, Va., is an outstand- 
ing example of what Aberdeen-Angus cat- 


tle, properly cared for, will do. It would be 
a real inspiration for anyone interested in 
Baby Beef production to make a visit to Mr. 
Greenough’s farm. As a matter of fact, I 
saw cattle on Mr. Greenough’s farm that I 
do not believe could be duplicated on any 
farm anywhere in the United States. He 
has a herd of pure bred cattle but sends all 
his male progeny to the block, and when 
his cattle go to the market, the purchaser 
can be assured that they are buying real 
cattle. Some day I expect to see Mr. Green- 
ough send to New York City, as high class 
Baby Beeves as are produced anywhere. 

“Another outstanding example of a man 
who is interested in the development of his 
home community, is Mr. Guy L. Smith, Pub- 
lisher of the Johnson City, Tennessee, 
Chronicle. He is a young man with a vision 
and has the sincere interest of the agricul- 
tural community at heart. In addition to 
his many duties as publisher of this splen- 
did paper, which is devoting several pages 
to Agriculture and Animal Husbandry, Mr. 
Smith is the backbone of what is known as 
the Appalachian District fair held at John- 
son City, Tenn. He also owns and operates 
a very fine farm a short distance from 
Johnson City and is founding a splendid 
herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. His two 
year old bull was champion at several of 
the southern fairs and no doubt will be seen 
at the International Exposition. 

“T could go on and write volumes about 
the developments of the breed in the South. 
It certainly would be worth while for our

The Breed in Australia. 

The best class of Black Polled Aberdeen- 
Angus cross bred calves continue to bring 
very good prices at sales in the North of 
Scotland. At the Kingussie sale prices 
ranged up to £40, given for an ox calf which 
was reserve champion of the show, the 
champion calf—a heifer—going at £25. 
There were many prices between £18 and 
£20, the latter figure being made by the 
winning calf in the class for crofters’ calves. 

At the Aberfeldy sale, where there were 
some six hundred calves beside cattle of 
other ages, the whole of which were Aber- 
deen-Angus crosses, and almost all Black 


and Polled, the calf winning the Aberdeen- 


Angus Cattle Society’s prize for the best 
calf was sold at £34, and the reserve for 
that prize at £30. The first prize pen of 
four calves sold up to £30, and the second 
prize pen averaged £20 10s. All classes of 
Black Polled calves were making higher 
prices than last years, especially the best 
commercial ox calves. 

“Aberdeen-Angus breeders experience dif- 
ficulty in meeting the demand for herd bulls 
and breeding cows.” Such is the heading 
in the Farmer and Settler in connection 
with the Brisbane show of the Queensland 
Royal Agricultural Society. It indicates 
the great headway the breed is making in 
Australia, due to superiority in beef and 
early maturity properties, and to the ad- 
mirable manner in which Aberdeen-Angus 
are found to meet conditions in that coun- 
try.—London Live Stock Journal.
